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SUMMARY 


CHAPTER XVII 

“Bahubuddhanirhara-samadhi-mukha*' 

(the excellent meditation acquired by many Buddhas) 

This chapter opens with the statement that Bhagavan is proceeding 
to the Grdhrakuta mountain to deliver a discourse to the assemblage 
of monks, gods, nagas and others 1 . 

When Bhagavan reached Grdhrakuta and took the prescribed seat, 
Prince Candraprabha approached him with due respect and took his 
seat after saluting him. He then sought his permission to put ques- 
tions and on being permitted to do so he asked “What are the duties 
( dharma ) to be performed for obtaining the ‘Sarvadharma-svabhava- 
vipancita-samadhi’. 2 ” In reply the Teacher said that a Bodhisattva 
should equip himself with the following four acquisitions: — 

(1) Tolerance, i.e., a Bodhisattva should be sufficiently self- 
controlled so as to remain unperturbed inspite of vilifications 
that may be showered upon him by anybody; 

(2) Perfection in morality, i.e., he should observe all the moral 
precepts without the least deviations from the rule prescri- 
bed or regarded as ideal; 

(3) Aversion for worldly existence, i.e., he should dissociate 
himself from all worldly objects, retire from worldly life 
and aspire for full enlightenment (samyaksambodhi); 

(4) Strong faith (in himself), i.e., he should be always up and 
doing in order to increase his knowledge and to impart the

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same to others and also to watch that other beings might 
not recede from their aspiration to attain Bodhi. 

This is followed by the gathas, in which the Teacher recounts 
from his memory the names of several Buddhas who appeared 
long long ago and were worshipped by him for the attainment 
of Bodhi. Along with the names he gave also the span of the 
lives of some of them. Among these Buddhas there was one 
called Narendraghosa, at whose time was held a synod with innume- 
rable monks (sravaka) of high spiritual attainments (see p. 227). The 
Bodhisattva members of the synod were very learned in the sastras , 
spiritually advanced, possessed of miraculous powers, and were engaged 
in rendering service to the beings of the world. Their virtues, powers 
and mental equipments are far too many to be recounted. 

When Buddha Narendraghosa delivered this Sutra on Samadhi 
(p.231), King Siribala was ruling over the world of men. He had 
countless queens, sons and daughters, who were all virtuous and obser- 
vant of the moral precepts On listening to the Sutra, he left his king- 
dom, his near and dear ones and embraced the life of a recluse. He 
was followed by his sons and daughters, who also became recluses 
(p.233). The king took to meditation and other practices and died 
eight years after retirement. 

He was reborn as the son of king Drdhabala and queen Mahamatl. 
Immediately after birth he began to speak and enquired of his former 
Teacher. He questioned whether the teaching imparted by the present 
Buddha was the same as he had learnt before in his previous existence. 
He then recounted the teachings, which, in fact, dealt with 
all the ethical, religious and philosophical principles of both 
Hlnayana and Mahayana (pp. 234-252). Some of these are as 
follows : - 

(i) Worldly existence is devoid of any cause; the phenomenal 
objects have a fixed nature; the notion that objects exist 
is false; realisation of the sameness of past, present and 
future; acquisition of omniscience; association with the 
Tathagatas; and visualisation of the Truth. 

(ii) Purity in deed, word and thought; practice of the eight- 
fold path; observance of all moral and disciplinary laws* 
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boch Hlnayanic and Mahayanic; love of solitude and 
forest-life; concentration of thoughts; avoidance of contact 
with householders, heretics and bad people; regard for 
spiritual teachers and religious preachers; proficiency in 
the Sutrantas; perfection in forbearance; cultivation of 
amity ( maitri ) and compassion ( karuna ); acquisition of the 
eighteen qualities ( avenika-dharma ) and ten powers (da'sa- 
bala) which make a Buddha; removal of attachment ( raga), 
hatred ( dvesa ) and delusion ( moha)\ putting an end to 
worldly sufferings, birth and decay. 

On listening to the above utternnres of the son of king Drdhabala, 
several bodhisattvas reached the non-returning ( avaivarttika ) stage 
leading to the attainment of omniscience. 

The father, king Drdhabala, then told his son that the Buddha 
from whom he learnt all the teachings was still living and preaching 
the same doctrines. The son then stated that he had learnt the 
teachings from several Buddhas long long ago. He could now 
remember all his past existences and that he had now reached the 
stage of being self-born (attpapadika). He wished that all monks, 
young or old, should come to him for taking instructions which he 
would impart to them with all his heart. He was a firm believer in 
the karmaic effects, perfect in the virtue of forbearance, a keen obser- 
ver of the moral precepts and was fond of forest life. 

Long long ago in the presence of Buddha Svararigaghosa he took 
the vow that he would for ever practise forbearance ( ksanti ) and for 
several kalpas he was abused by Mara but his mind never swayed. 
Observing this, Mara also became a changed being and exerted for 
attaining bodhi. He then recounted the various virtues acquired by 
him (pp.257-9) and which should be acquired by others in order to 
attain bodhi . 

His father, king Drdhabala, was much impressed by the sayings of 
his son and approached the Tathagata (Narendraghosa) seeking ordina- 
tion. He gave up his earthly possessions, practised this Samadhi 
(leading to the realisation of the sameness of all worldly objects) and 
became ultimately Buddha Padmottara. Those who retired from world- 
ly life along with the king also became Buddhas in the long run. 
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The son, who was formerly King Siribala, was Gautama Buddha 
in one of his previous existences. 

CHAPTER XVIII 

c ‘Samadhyanuparindana* , 

(In praise of the merits of this meditation) 

Bhagavan now tells Prince Candraprabha that a Bodhisattva who 
wishes to learn and propagate this Samadhi (leading to the realisation 
of the sameness of all objects) should take to meditational exercises by 
which he will be (i) unwearied in acquisition of merits, (ii) unassailable 
by enemies, (iii) immeasurable in knowledge, and (iv) extremely power- 
ful in eloquence. He will also obtain excellent memory and power to 
remember past existences. He will have good appearance and enough 
food and clothes. He will be able to visualise and worship countless 
Buddhas with appropriate eulogising verses. He will never be born 
in evil times and always enjoy a prosperous kingdom. 

Bhagavan tells him further that a Bodhisattva wishing to learn 
this Sutra must worship Buddhas, seek Bodhi and cultivate amity 
towards all beings. He should be pure in conduct and approach a 
perfect brahmacart for learning the Sutra. 

Bhagavan then expresses his apprehension saying that there will 
be in future sinful monks and laymen who will not only have lack 
of faith in this Sutra but will also disparage it and thereby incur 
endless sins. 

On enquiry of the Bhagavan as to who would preserve and 
propagate this Sutra, Candraprabha stood up and said that he would 
propagate this Sutra even at the cost of his life and not resile from 
the task even if endless abuses were to be hurled upon him. Bhagavan 
assured Candraprabha Bodhisattva that no one would be able to do 
him any harm. Then eight hundred monks, who memorised the 
Sutra, promised to preserve it while the gods, nagas and yaksas 
undertook to give them protection. At this announcement, there was 
an earthquake which brought in countless Bodhisattvas, monks and 
nuns, laymen and lay women, all of whom listened to the Sutra. 
They were foretold by Bhagavan that they would be able to worship 
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Maitreya Buddha and reach Sukhavatl presided over by Amitayus 
Tathagata and then attain Buddhahood. 

CHAPTER XIX 

"Acintya-buddha-dharma-nirdcsa” 

(exposition of the inconceivable teaching of Buddhas) 

Bhagavan tells Candraprabha that a Bodhisattva desiring to attain 
perfection in this Samadhi should be keen in his inquisitiveness, 
aspiration and search for the inconceivable teaching of Buddhas, and 
also in giving exposition of the same. He must not be scared away 
by the subtlety of the teaching. 

At this time, appeared on the scene Pancasikha Gandharvaputra 
with his musical instruments to entertain Buddha, the god of gods, 
with his divine music. He began to play on his instruments, which, 
however, through the miraculous influence of Buddha, gave out such 
musical notes that helped the Bodhisattvas in diving deep into the 
inconceivable Buddhadharma. 

The music turned into a form of gathas giving the gist of the 
Buddhadharma, which is as follows : — 

On one hairpoint ( balapathe ) rest as many Buddhas as there are 
sands in the Ganges and with each Buddha there is a Buddhaksetra 
with its special characteristics. On the same hairpoint exist men and 
gods, hells and animal worlds, seas and lakes, and there is neither 
shortage of space nor even congestion. On the same hairpoint 
stand the mountains like Meru and Sumeru, hells like Tapana and 
Pratapana where beings suffer, and heavens where gods enjoy divine 
pleasures. Such is the inconceivable dharma. On the same hairpoint 
appear the Buddha and his teachings which some think that they are 
hearing while others regard the same as quiescent. 

There are some who regard the length of life of a Tathagata as 
limitless while others attribute to him a short span of life. The 
phenomenal objects of the world seen, heard or known have only 
dreamlike existence — this is the knowledge acquired by those who 
become proficient in this Samadhi. A bodhisattva living alone in the 
forest gets free from attachment for any worldly beings or objects. 
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and acquires immense power of eloquence. He should fix his atten- 
tion on the sameness of the nature of phenomenal objects and not 
on their positive and negative aspects. 

He should be strictly observant of moral precepts, practise con- 
centration of thoughts and discard lack of faith in the excellence of 
Buddha and his teaching. A person immersed in desires remains 
within the clutches of Namuci (Mara). 

On listening to the divine music, Candraprabha obtained insight 
into Buddha’s teaching. Other Bodhisattvas developed aspirations for 
the attainment of Bodhi. 


CHAPTER XX 

“Indraketudhvajaraja” 

This chapter opens with a few instructions, which are as 
follows:- A Bodhisattva should (1) acquire the roots of all good 
actions ( ku sal amid a , i.e., ardga , advesa , amoha), (11) avoid company 
of common people, (iii) seek spiritual guide ( kalydnamitra ) and 
remain away from evil minded friends, (iv) develop inquisitiveness and 
(v) be insatiated in learning dharmas from Bodhisattvas. 

In the gathas the above instructions do not appear at all 1 , and 
instead there is an account of Indraketudhvaja Tathagata who appeared 
in this world countless ages ago. His teaching is as follows : — 

There is no existence of soul or individuality and of the world 
which is likened to a mirage, or a bubble, or the moon reflected in 
water. There is no such thing as transmigration though it is 
said that every action, good or bad, is followed by its fruit. 
Though there are no alphabets still it is said that Buddha’s 
dharma has been handed down in Sutras and Dharanis. There are 
no doubt moral precepts prescribed for training the undisciplined but 
these are to be looked upon as the appearance of lightning which 
does not adhere to the sky. Those, who avoid evil guides and 
become a brahmacari according to the instructions of the Tathagatas,

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are the true preachers of the law ( dharmabhanakas ). They lead the 
life of monks, observe precepts, and develop aspiration for Bodht. 1 

CHAPTER XXI 

"Purvayoga” 

(a previous existence of Sakyamum) 

Long ago there were in Jambudvlpa two diligent boys who took 
ordination, meditated in the forests and obtained supernatural powers 
by which they could move about in the air. One day the king of the 
country went to that forest for hunting and met the two brothers. 
He was told by them that Buddhas appeal very rarely in this world, 
that life was fleeting like the water in a mountain stream and was full 
of misery, due to disease and disappointment. The king was admoni- 
shed to be virtuous and was asked to be a protector of the dharma. 
Hearing these admonitions, he as well as his retinue developed Bodhi- 
citta. 

At that time there were many monks who were unrestrained m 
their habits and given to gain and fame. They told the king that the 
two ascetic brothers were preachers of the doctrine of annihilation, 
they denied the effects of karma as also the existence of skandhas 
(constituents of a being) and so they should be killed. These words 
raised doubts in the mind of the king about the teaching of the two 
brothers but the king was dissuaded by the gods, who were his well 
wishers in previous existences, from acting on the advice of the wicked 
monks. 

The king was then approached by his younger brother, who said 
that the two ascetics were great magicians and could rise and move 
in the air and so they should be killed forthwith. The king accepted 
his advice and proceeded to the forest with his soldiers to kill them. 
Then the Nagas and Yaksas, realising the grave sin that was going 
to be incurred by the king, began showering stones from the sky and 
thereby killed the king as also his soldiers. After death the king and 
his soldiers and the wicked monks suffered long in the hells while the 
gods who averted the killing of the two saints developed Bodhicitta .

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Remembering this event, every one should be diligent and look to 
Buddhas of the ten directions for deliverance. 

The Nepalese mss. add that the two ascetic brothers were 
Dipankara and Sakymuni in one of their previous existences; one of 
the gods was Maitreya and the king’s brother was Devadatta. 

CHAPTER XXII 

“Ta thagatakaya” 

(the body of the Tathagata) 

In this chapter there are two topics : one is the instruction given 
to a Bodhisattva to remain free from cares and anxieties for his own 
body and life; and the other is an exposition of the Rupakdya and 
Dharmakaya of the Tathagata. In the Tibetan version the two topics 
have been separated into two chapters but it h*s not been so divided 
in the Gilgit and Nepalese Mss. 

A Bodhisattva is told that attachment to one’s own body and 
life leads to evil acts and so he should remain unmindful of the same. 

The question taken up next is whether the Tathagata possessed 
any material body ( mpakdya ) like that of an ordinary being? In 
reply it is stated that the Tathagatas have no rupakaya > they have 
only dharmakaya , which is identical with the eternal Truth or the 
universe, which is essentially of one substance. The dharmakaya 
may also be defined as an embodiment of endless merits acquired by 
Buddhas. It is immeasurable, unshakeable and invisible to mortal 
eyes. It is unaffected by misery or happiness, or any impurity like 
attachment, hatred or delusion, or by karmaic effects. It is beyond 
praise or blame. It is pure and unoriginated. In common phraseology 
it is said to be eternal but that phraseology itself is non-existent. It 
is not to be characterised by words or signs and even by the word 
‘Nirvana*. It is the ultimate, the highest, and does not admit of any 
speculation and its only possible description is sdnyatd . In order to 
attain this dharmakaya , a Bodhisattva must perfect himsef in this 
Samadhi and this Sutra, and propagate it. 

In the gathas the above idea about the dharmakaya has been 
re-iterated. It is described as pure, refulgent in nature and is the 
outcome of merits. It is identical with sambodhi (perfect knowledge) 
as also with Buddha's acquisitions like bala , moksa and dhydna, 
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which themselves are again devoid of characteristics. It is not visible 
to a person with eyes of flesh. It has no form or no girth to admit 
of measurement. If dharmakaya could be measured then it would 
not have been different from the body of a man or god. A medi- 
tating mind and the pure ndmampa (constituents of a being) are iden- 
tical and so Buddha by perfection in the highest Samadhi obtains an 
exceedingly subtle mental state which is his ndmardpa . 

As the mind once emancipated from certain worldly objects does 
not revert to the same, so Buddha’s vtjndna (mind) which is emanci- 
pated from all objects, does not take notice of the phenomenal objects 
and functions only in the realm of mind 1 . 

The Tathagata’s created body ( nirmitah ) appears in various 
Buddhaksetras to confer happiness on beings but his real body is dbar - 
makdya which is indescribable. Those who feel happy at this des- 
cription of rupakdya and do not get frightened nor give up their 
aspirations for Bodhi will no doubt go beyond the range of Mara. 

It is not possible to describe the colour of the Kdya of the Tatha- 
gata as it is without any colour and such other characteristics. As it 
is not possible to measure the sands of all the worlds or the drops of 
water in all the lakes and seas and so it is not possible to describe his 
Kdya even by a simile as mentioned above. 

The Buddha’s Kdya has been described according to the aspira- 
tions and mental state of beings, but in fact the Kdya having issued 
out of Dharmakaya is deep, immeasurable and inconceivable. No 
mind can think of the nature of the Kdya obtained by the Buddhas 
after perfecting themselves in dharma in several kalpas. It cannot be 
grasped by any being nor can it be measured or conceived. It can 
only be compared to Akasa. 

CHAPTER XXIII 

“Tathagatacintya-nirdesa” 

(a discourse on inconceivability of the Tathagata) 

In order to acquire proficiency in the analytical knowledge 
( pratisamvit ) of the four kinds, a Bodhisattva must attain perfection 
in this Samadhi, preserve this Sutra and propagate it. The four kinds

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of analytical knowledge are (i) Dharma , (li) Artha , (iii) Nirukti , and 
(iv) Pratibhana . What is Dharmapratisamvit 1 ? According to this text 
it is the realisation of the fact that whatever characteristics can be 
attributed to the material elements ( rupa ) of a being can equally be 
attributed to the Tathagata, likewise whatever can be spoken of about 
the other four constitutents of a being, viz., feeling ( vedana ), percep- 
tion (samjnd), impression (samskarab) and knowledge ( vijnana ) can 
also be spoken of about the Tathagata. If one speaks of the elements 
as unlimited, inconceivable and so forth the same can also be said of 
the Tathagata’s constituents. All things are endless no matter whether 
they are impurities, or nirvana or constituents. Endless are all the 
objects and their attributes, no matter whether they are impurities of 
the constituted and merits of the unconstituted, the Nirvana. Likewise 
endless are the attributes of a Tathagata. Everything of the Tathagata 
is inconceivable whether it is his thought-construction or his vocal 
expression or his contamination or his purification (for details, see pp. 
307-3 io ). 

The Artha-pratisamvit according to this text is not a mere exposition 
of Buddha’s sayings as understood by the Sravakas but the seeking 
(artha) of the knowledge of the truth ( dharmajnana ). Likewise Nirukti * 
pratisamvit does not mean etymological knowledge but a strong urge 
( chanda ) for acquiring the knowledge of the Truth. The Pratibhana - 
pratisamvit carries the usual meaning, viz., expert intonation and 
preaching of the dharma in words and phrases of common usage. 

In the gdthds the above idea of unity or sameness is expressed 
thus : Buddha’s knowledge is co-extensive with the manifested world. 
Endless are the terms used to designate material constituents, moral 
precepts, various Buddhas, living beings of the world, evils in constitu- 
ted objects, merits in Nirvana, thoughts and aspirations of beings, and 
so forth and all these are needed to impart spiritual training to the 
Bodhisattvas but really they are all one and the same. 

If one wishes to propagate this SHtra , he may deliver the Sutra as 
many times as he likes, provided however that he keeps himself

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dissociated from the notion that he is a preacher of the Sutra. In that 
case, he will no doubt grow in knowledge like a tree on the Himalayas. 

CHAPTER XXIV 

“Pratisamvidavatara” 

(application of analytical knowledge) 

This chapter opens with the question as to how a Bodhisattva 
while attaining proficiency in the analytical knowledge of the Truth 
should view the dharmas for realising full enlightenmemt (samyak- 
sambodhi ). In reply Bhagavan said that a Bodhisattva must not 
distinguish the material constituents (rfipa), or feeling ( vedana ), or 
perception ( samjna ), or impressions ( samskarah ), or knowledge (vijnana) 
belonging to a living being from the Tathagata in any respect, i.e., he 
must realise the absolute identity or unity of the five constituents of 
a being with the Tathagata. 

The above idea is expresed in the gathds in further details. The 
material elements (rfipa) are in bodhi and bodhi is in the material 
elements, the two are identical. By means of words, Nirvana is 
described but in fact neither Nirvana nor the words are to be found in 
reality. The dharmas never actually come into being in this world 
hence they remain the same whether before or after their so called 
appearance — they are always in Nirvana. 

Seeing the rfipakaya of Buddha, some regard that they have 
visualised the Buddha but it is not so because the body of Buddha is 
not visible. Its nature is not different from that of the material 
elements (rfipa) or of the remaining four skandhas . Those, who com- 
prehend the real nature of worldly beings and things, realise the 
dharmakaya of the Tathagata. For the benefits of average beings, 
discourses on dbarma are delivered but the dharmakaya cannot be 
explained in words. Those who do not know this fact misapprehend 
that with the help of Buddha’s words they have seen the leader of men 
but they do not know that the very words are non-existent. Those 
who know the real nature of rfipa (material constituents) realise sfinyata 
and nirvrti and those who misapprehend the non-existent objects as 
existent have no future, 
c 
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There are monks who look for gain and fame. They are idle, 
non-encrgetic and non-observant of moral precepts and consequently 
they will miss even the fruits sought for by the recluses. There are 
again others who are neither self-controlled, nor diligent, and who attach 
value to words, build stupas and monasteries, become addicted to women 
and get entangled with householders. They will verily fall into the 
snares of Mara. They are, however, respected and worshipped by 
immoral householders as their spiritual preceptors. They decry bodhi 
for which they are destined to go to hells. Their company should 
always be avoided by the bodhisattvas. 

A bodhisattva, however, should pay respects to a monk who is 
ordained longer than himself, bear no ill feeling and be always 
friendly towards him and should not also notice his frailties if there 
be any. He should behave with him in a pleasing manner and offer him 
food aud robes to his satisfaction. He should show humility by 
telling him that he was aware of the vast learning possessed by the 
monk. 

If a bodhisattva finds that the members of an assembly are 
mostly immoral, he must not speak to them about the observance of 
moral precepts and advise them only to make gifts. If he finds that 
the number of immoral persons is not so large, he may deliver a 
discourse on moral duties and restraint. If he finds that the mem- 
bers are all morally pure, he should impress upon them the value of 
spiritual practices, solitude and forest life, observance of moral precepts 
and practice of meditations and need not speak to them about the 
merits of making gifts or acquisition of learning. 

To acquire perfection in this Samadhi, a Bodhisattva is directed 
to worship Buddha’s relics with canopy, flags and festoons, garlands, 
music and songs. He should also offer gifts to all beings without 
discrimination. He should always bear in mind that Buddhas appear 
very rarely in this world, and rare also is one’s birth as a human 
being and still more rare is the opportunity for retirement and ordination. 
He should fix his mind on the acquisition of Bodhicitta and never 
waver from the vow once taken by him. Lastly, a bodhisattva who 
remembers one stanza of this Sutra, not to speak of the whole Sutra, 
earns endless merits. 
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CHAPTER XXV 

“Anumodana” 

(approbation of actions of beings) 

A Bodhisativa should acquire proficiency in taking recourse to 
expedients ( upayakusala ). In order to do this he should develop a 
feeling of (close) relationship with all beings and appreciate sincerely 
their acquisition of merits. Then for three days and three nights 
he should develop aspiration for omniscience and transfer the merits 
acquired thereby to all beings. 

In the gat has are detailed the types of persons whose actions 
deserve approbation of bodhisattvas. A Bodhisattva should endorse 
( anumodana ) the action of those (1) who are morally pure, (ii) who 
never commit sin even for livelihood, (in) who have faith in Buddha, 
Dharma and Sangha, (iv) who worship Sugatas, (v) who discard 
belief in a self or existence of the phenomenal world and accept 
sunyata , (vi) who take ordination, seek little food and cloth and take to 
lonely forest life and meditation, (vii) who do not harbour any desire 
and remain aloof from the objects of the three spheres of existence, (viii) 
who avoid company and seek solitude, (ix) who do not praise them- 
selves and disparage others, (x) who cultivate diligence, the basis 
of all good actions. This Samadhi can be attained without much 
difficulty by Buddha’s sons who arc diligent and accept the teachings 
of Buddhas, take ordination and develop faith in the teaching. The 
Bodhisattvas must never miss the notion of siinyata and should 
commit to memory the dharanis. They should know that on dili- 
gence depend the virtues acquired through the observance of moral 
precepts, learning, charity and forbearance. 

CHAPTER XXVI 

“Dananusamsa” 

(merit of offering gifts) 

A bodhisattva should be diligent if he wants to attain samyak - 
samhodhi not to speak of this Samadhi. What is diligence ( aframada )? 
It is perfect purity in morals and is the stepping stone to the virtue- 
perfections ( paramitds ) and omniscience ( sarvajnata ). A bodhisattva, 
who is given to the practice of charity, obtains the following ten 
fruits, viz., (i) removal of miserliness, (ii) charitable disposition, (iii) 
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the best o£ enjoyments, (iv) birth in a prosperous family, (v) liberality 
from the very birth, (vi) popularity and fearlessness while in assemblies, 
(vii) reputation in ten corners of the world, (viii) soft hands and feet, 
(ix) flat feet and (x) good spiritual guides. 

The above is repeated twice in the gat has. 

CHAPTER XXVII 

"S'lla nirdesa” 

A bodhisattva who is morally pure (parts udd ba-st la) obtains the 
following ten benefits, viz., (i) purification and completion of know- 
ledge, (ii) instructions from Buddhas, (iii) freedom from blame, (iv) 
steadfastness in vows, (v) firmness in attainments, (vi) retirement from 
the worldly life, (vii) attainment of Nirvana, (vin) avoidance of ens- 
naring evil s(p ary avast hand), (ix) mental concentration, and (x) affluence. 

The above is repeated twice in the gathds. 

Chapter XXVIII 

"Dasanusamsa*' 

(merits derived from ten kinds of good acts) 

A bodhisattva established in forbearance ( ksdnti ) and amity (maitrt) 
obtains ten fruits, viz., he (i) is not burnt by fire, (11) is not hurt by 
weapons, (ui) cannot be poisoned, (iv) does not get drowned in water, 
(v) is protected by gods, (vi) obtains a body replete with thirtytwo 
auspicious marks, (vii) never goes to hell or any evil states, (vin) is 
reborn in Brahmalokas, (ix) passes day and night happily, and (x) 
enjoys physical ease and happiness. 

The above is repeated in the gathds . 

A bodhisattva who has taken to exertion (virya) obtains ten fruits, 
viz., he (i) becoms invincible, (ii) obtains favours from Buddhas, (iii) 
is protected by gods, (iv) never forgets a teaching once heard, (v) 
listens to teaching hitherto unheard, (vi) enters into the inner core 
of meditations, (vii) rarely gets ill, (viii) digests food properly, (ix) 
grows like a lotus, (x) passes his days and nights fruitfully. 

In the gathas the above is repeated twice with the fifth item 
replaced once by “fulfilment of resolutions” and then by “power of 
eloquence* \ 
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A bodhisattva engaged m meditations ( dhyana ) obtains ten fruits, 
viz., he (i) is observant of moral rules, (ii) moves about in proper 
spheres, (iii) remains free from troubles, (iv) is controlled in his 
sense-organs, (v) enjoys happiness, (vi) remains away from worldly 
pleasures, (vii) is insatiate in meditations, (vi n) goes beyond the range 
of Mara, (ix) is established in Buddha sphere, and (x) attains eman- 
cipation. 

A bodhisattva acquiring knowledge ( prajnd ) obtains ten fruits, 
viz., he (1) gives up everything and still remains dissatisfied and 
does not think his charity is at an end, (n) becomes perfect in moral 
observances but does not count it as anything important, (in) becomes 
well established in the practice of forbearance though he rises 
above the notion of the existence of beings, (iv) becomes highly 
energetic unmindful of his body and mind, (v) is unconqucrcd by 
Mara, (vii) stands unshaken in disputations, (vm) dives deep into 
worldly creations, (ix) is highly compassionate to all beings and (x) 
avoids the Sravaka and Pratyekabuddha yanas and takes to medita- 
tion of Buddhas. 

This is repeated twice in the gdtbds with slight additions here 
and there. 

A bodhisattva, who has acquired vast learning ( babusruta ), has the 
following ten gains, viz., he (1) collects no more impurities and 
knows how to get rid of them, (n) has no hatred, (in) becomes free 
from doubts, (iv) takes to right doctrinal views, (v) avoids wrong path, 
(vi) follows the right path, (vii) stands at the gate of immortality, 
(viii) advances towards Bodbi , (ix) becomes a light to all beings, and 
(x) is not afraid of evil states of existence. 

A bodhisattva who preaches dharma to others obtains the following 
ten benefits, viz., he (i) avoids wrong actions, (n) performs right 
deeds, (iii) takes to the spiritual duties of a saint (i.e. a monk), (iv) 
acquires the thirtyseven qualities that make a Buddha, (v) goes to the 
Bodhi tree, (vi) gives up worldly objects, (vii) destroys impurities 
(being aware of the real characteristics of worldly objects), (vni) 
shares his gains with all beings, (ix) cultivates thereby the feeling of 
amity and (x) enjoys happiness in this life. 

A Bodhisattva who cultivates Stinyata gains the following ten 
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merits, viz., he (i) moves mentally in a plane similar to that o£ Buddhas, 
(ii) meditates without adhering to any object, (iii) does not seek 
rebirth, (iv) remains mentally unaffected by the observance o£ moral 
precepts, (v) never disparages a saint, (vi) never quarrels with any 
body, (vii) rises above the notion of existence of worldly objects and 
so remains dissociated from every thing, (ix) never speaks ill of 
Buddhas, and (x) develops firm faith in the true Dharma. 

This is repeated twice in the gathas in a slightly expanded form. 

A bodhisattva who takes to solitude ( pratisamlayana ) has the 
following ten gains, viz., (1) undisturbed mind, (ii) diligent 
conduct, (iii) cogitation of Buddhas, (iv) faith in Buddhas’ ways, (v) 
absence of doubt in Buddhas’ knowledge, (vi) gratefulness, (vii) non- 
rejection of Buddhas’ teaching, (vin) control in acts, speech and 
thought, (ix) complete self-control and (x) analytical knowledge. 

In the gathas, the above is repeated twice with the addition that 
the Bodhisattva becomes a good preacher of Sutrantas , realises Bodhi 
and propagates the Dharma and lastly goes to Sukhavatl and realises 
there with the guidance of Amitayus Buddha the non-origination of 
worldly objects. 

A bodhisattva who takes to forest life obtains the following 
ten qualities, viz., he (1) takes little interest in worldly deeds 
(< alpakrtya ), (ii) avoids company, (iii) never quarrels, (iv) not causes 
injury to any being ( avydvadhyo ), (v) does not allow impurities to in- 
crease, (vi) never causes disputes ( adhikaranam ), (vii) remains quiet, 
(viii) and well controlled in acts, speech and thought, (ix) directs his 
thoughts to emancipation, and (x) obtains mental release. This is 
repeated twice in the gathas. 

A bodhisattva who takes to the practice of living on alms only 
acquires the following ten merits, viz., he (1, a, & m) does not 
seek fame, honour or material gains, (iv) establishes himself as a 
member of the saintly order, (v) avoids malicious and frivolous talks, 
(vi & vii) does not praise himself or disparage others, (viii) visits 
houses without attachment and hatred, (ix) offers pure dharma , (x) 
preaches doctrines associated with pure ascetic practices. 

These Bodhisattvas obtain also the five higher powers ( ahhijnd ), 
visualise by their divine eyes countless Buddhas, listen to their 
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teachings by their divine ears and lastly seek knowledge of all objects 
and preaches the same to all beings. They can know the past, present 
and future of the conduct and thoughts of all beings. In short, they 
comprehend all the teachings of Buddhas, which are beyond the scope 
of Sravakas and Pratyekabuddhas, not to speak of the heretics. 

CHAPTER XXIX 

“Tcjaganiruja’* 

Bhagavan addressed Candraprabhakumara and said that a Bodhisa- 
ttva even if he be a sovereign ruler must give up his kingdom, retire 
from worldly life and take to solitude and purifying ascetic practices, 
exercise forbearance and be of good conduct. As a man exerts to 
get rid of the turban on his head when it catches fire so a Bodhisa- 
ttva should exert to get rid of worldly attachments and practise 
meditation for the realisation of the sameness of all objects. He 
should take to forest life and dedicate himself to the service of 
others. 

Then Bhagavan referred to one of his past existences at the time 
of the Tathagata Tejaganiraja who was adored by men, gods and 
nagas. The Tathagata had a Sangha of ten kotis of monks, all pro- 
ficient in six higher attainments and analytical knowledge, 

Jambudvlpa had at that time the seven jewels and was studded 
with large cities having beautiful gardens full of trees, flowers and 
fruits, and humming with the sweet notes of birds (see p. 358 for 
detailed list). 

The king of Jambudvlpa was Drdhadatta, who had 500 healthy 
good looking sons. His dominion was as peaceful and beautiful as 
the celestial abodes. During his reign the Tathagata preached his 
dharma which is as follws : All phenomenal objects are without 
origin and decay and have only dreamlike existence. They are as 
substanceless as froth or plaintain trees or mirage or reflection of the 
moon in water. There is no individual entity — the soul. There is no 
death or transmigration. Though karma had its effects there is no 
accumulation of karmaic effects and it is not true that one acts and 
another enjoys the fruits. It is futile to talk of eternalism and an- 
nihilationism, existence and non-existence. There are in fact neither 
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wrong views nor their eradication, neither good conduct nor a state 
of quietude. In other words, everything is unoriginated, signless 
and is undisturbed by origin and decay. 

It is stated that the Buddhas have many acquisitions such as balas , 
dharantSy rddhis % abbijnds but they are aware of the fact that there is 
no appearance or disappearance of the dharmas (acquisitions) which 
are all quiescent by nature. They are extremely subtle and are neither 
in a dynamic nor in a static state and are beyond description by 
words, which again have no existence whether singly or collectively. 
Reference is commonly made to the word gatt (motion, movement to 
different states of existence) but it cannot be said to be either finite or 
infinite or midway between finite and infinite. In conclusion, it is 
stated that the highest truth is absolutely pure and does not admit of 
any speculation. It is subtle and refulgent and cognized by the 
Buddhas only. 

King Drdhadatta was very much impressed by this teaching, for 
which he approached the Tathagata who, observing his pure conduct 
and control over ht> sense-organs, delivered to him this Sutra dealing 
with the highest Samadhi. The king embraced the life of a recluse and 
was followed by a large number of his men, swelling thereby the 
Sangha of the Tathagata Tejaganiraja. To mark this great event, 
miracles took place such as the growth of plants without tilling of the 
soil and sowing of seeds, and accumulation of yellow robes, properly 
cut and sewn, for the ordained monks. 

Next follows the forecast about the evil times when men will be 
depraved and irreligious. Bhagavan prophesies that there will appear 
householders having small possessions but disinclined to part with 
them. Many of them will be taken to task, caned, imprisoned and 
otherwise punished by the kings. Their span of life will be short. 
They will be careless and unskilful in their professions. They will be 
adulterous, jealous, ancf criminous and inspite of their unholy acts 
they will claim that they will become Buddhas in the long run. 
There will be some who will be cheats, slanderers, bribe-receivers and 
arrogant but with the wealth that they will have they will offer gifts 
and claim that they will become Buddhas. There will be others who 
will be immoral, evil-minded, ungrateful, hurting and killing one 
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another, given to creating discord, inimical to those striving for Bodhi, 
slandering the wise for minor defects — all such persons should be kept 
at a distance by a Bodhisattva seeking Bodhi. 

Bhagavan then said that a Bodhisattva must take to the purifying 
ascetic practices and not remain satisfied by merely glorifying them- 
selves. In order to attain perfection in this Samadhi he should be per- 
fectly pure in morals, discard pride, anger and hypocrisy, and maintain 
a clean mind. He should keep before his mental eyes the beautiful 
figure of Buddha replete with the auspicious signs and then worship 
the stiipas and images with canopy, flags and festoons, sweet smelling 
powders, flowers and garlands and with music and songs. At the 
same time he must take resort to forests and live there alone like a 
rhinoceros. 

Bhagavan then said that it was he who had been king Drdhadatta 
in one of his former existences. As a king lie observed moral precepts 
and worshipped countless Buddhas. In several existences he gave away 
his wife, children, wealth and posessions and even his own limbs. 
He satisfied many seekers (of wealth) with all kinds of gifts not 
sparing even his own clothes and ornaments, horses and elephants. 
He gave away his gardens, towns and cities and never felt any remorse 
for parting with his treasurers. He made the poor rich, the unhappy 
happy and as a ruler his charity was boundless in order to relieve the 
distress of the poor. It is not possible to recount all the good works 
done by him in his several existences and he asked the Bodhisattva 
to have faith in his words as Buddhas could never utter a falsehood 
and were always truthful and compassionate. He further said that 
when he perfected himself in the highest Samadhi, he visualised all 
the Buddhas of the ten corners and obtained endless supernatural 
powers. He approached innumerable Buddhas with countess questions 
and had their answers, and he has not forgotten any one of them. 
He had in his turn preached the excellent Samadhi to many beings 
and guided them to the highest path and knowledge. Those, who 
have not seen the Tathagatas in their previous existences, will not have 
faith in this SHtra dealing with the highest truth — Siinyata. It is the 
wise only who will not be scared away by this Sutra and will be his 
true sons to attain Bodhi. 


D 
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Bhagavan now holds out the hope to the Bodhisattvas that he, who 
will realise this Samadhi, will like Maitraka, (i.e. Maitreya) the future 
Buddha render service to many and he himself will be wise, eloquent, 
self-possessed, adored and looked after by the gods. He will be un- 
assailable by enemies and will never encounter death by drowning, 
fire, or weapon and while dwelling in the forests, he will be served by 
the gods and yaksas. His knowledge and learning will be vast and 
he will be a torch bearer in the dark world. With a lionlike voice, he 
will address the assemblies and as a physician he will be the refuge of 
many. He will never enjoy worldly pleasures and will always seek quie- 
tude and remain immersed in meditations. He will take no interest in 
food and clothes nor will he indulge in self-praise or in disparagement of 
others. He will be constantly engaged in self-examination, discard all 
impure thoughts, be straightforward and exert for attainment of release 
( vimoksa ). He will always be self-sacrificing and keen in observing 
moral precepts. He will be able to make his voice as sweet as the 
sounds of birds and again as grave as the roaring of clouds. He will 
have such a beautiful appearance replete with the asupicious signs 
that people will not be satiated by repeatedly looking at him. He 
will be served by gods like Brahma but that will not cause elation in 
his mind. He will never be reborn in hells nor will he have any 
doubt in the excellence of Buddhas’ teachings. He will be proficient 
in the Dhdrants (magical spells) and a pastmaster in their intonation. 
He will be the treasurer of Dbarmas and the master of Dharmakaya 
( = all teachings). At the time of his passing away from this world, 
the compassionate Amitabha accompanied with his monks will appear 
before him. Lastly, any person who will express appreciation of this 
Samadhi or propagate the truth of Sunyata will earn endless merits. 

CHAPTER XXX 

"Anusamsa” 

(merits of perfection in this meditation) 

IE a Bodhisattva wishes to understand the utterances of all beings 
and to ascertain the high and low capacities of beings to comprehend 
the teachings, he should study this text dealing with the meditation 
leading to the realisation of the sameness of all objects. 
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In the gathaSy appear the following: — A Bodhisattva, after acquir- 
ing the basic virtues and upholding this Samadhi, visualises innumer- 
able leaders of the world and approaches them with his queries. He 
is blessed with human and divine pleasures and enjoys the happiness 
produced by meditations. Like a rock he remains unmoved by praise 
or blame or by the eight lokadbarmas (gain, fame, etc.) He speaks a 
little and that also softly, sweetly and smilingly without making any 
facial distortions. He is wise, soft-hearted, self-controlled, truthful, 
and avoids quarrels and evil conduct. He gives relief to the dis- 
tressed if necessary by sacrificing even his dear ones with a joyful 
heart. While dwelling in the forest, he is looked after by Yaksas, 
Nagas and Asuras, making the gods envious of him. His voice is 
like that of Brahmas and Kinnaras and the varieties of his voice exceed 
the number of fine sands (m a heap). 

CHAPTER XXXI 

“Sarvadharmasvabhava-nirclesa*’ 

(exposition of the nature of all phenomenal objects) 

A Bodhisattva intending to comprehend the real nature of all 
objects should study this Sutra dealing with meditation leading to the 
knowledge of the sameness of all objects. 

Bhagavan said in gdthds that he who knows the quiescent nature 
of all dharmas cannot have attachment ( raga), hatred ( dosa = dvesa), and 
delusion (moha) and gets rid of all mental impurities completely. He 
remains steadfast in, and never swerves from, the teachings of Buddha 
and like a hero he never submits to women. He is wise and knows 
the way of acquiring knowledge. He visualises countless Buddhas 
and obtains unlimited Dharani knowledge. He will soon become the 
lord of men. He is a physician to extract the arrow of sorrow from 
the hearts of men and make everybody happy. He beats the drum 
of immortality and knows the root-causes of all ailments as also their 
cure. He is a wise hero proficient in the law of non-existence. He 
takes food without any attachment to it. He perfects himself in 
forbearance and does not show any ill feeling or sadness when he is 
struck by rods or stones, or even if his limbs are cut asunder. He does 
not feel proud for his forbearance because he knows that the worldly 
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objects have no existence and he does not form any conception about 
them. He preaches the dbarma by delivering several discourses 
(siitras) and his power of speaking never shows any weariness, so 
unlimited is his power. He remembers all the dharmas heard by him 
from the Jinas and never misses a single passage. He gives away 
everything to relieve the sufferings of the poor and the distressed. He 
will no doubt become the lord of Jambudhvaja and make all beings 
happy by showing friendly attitude towards them. He sacrifices his 
sons and daughters even his limbs but his mind remains unmoved, as 
he knows them to be all dream. 

He worships all Buddhas and is the treasurer of their teachings. 
He will never be blind nor have any defective limb. He will never 
be reborn in any of the eight evil states of existence. He masters the 
five higher powers (abhijna). He causes many created Buddhas to 
appear and sends them to different worlds for leading beings to Bodhi. 
He is alert, wise, patient, strong, energetic and perfect in all dharmas . 

Rays issue forth from his body and illumine the whole sky like the 
Sun’s rays. He who comprehends Simyata is sure to become the 
leader of men in the near future. Bhagavan now tells that he himself 
had been seeking quietude for several kalpas and never slackened his 
energy since the day on which prophecy was made by Dlpankara 
Buddha about his future attainment of Jinabhumi, and so he advised 
the Bodhisattvas to follow his ways. 

Those who will reject this Siitra will go to hell and have endless 
sufferings but after many kalpas they will also revert to the right path 
and will obtain immortality. Those who will preserve this Siitra will 
no doubt obtain the excellent Bodhi. 

CHAPTER XXXII 

“Sutra-dharananusamsa” 

(merits of preserving this text) 

Bhagavan tells Candraprabhakumara that there are seven preparatory 
acquisitions ( pari harm a ) leading to the highest knowledge ( tnahabhijnd) x 
attained by Buddhas. These are : — (i) non-grasping (i.e. not forming

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any conception ) of phenomenal objects ( sarvadbarmanam a pari grab a ), 
(ii) freedom from the notion that observance of moral precepts 
is good (apardmarsa stlaskandhasya ), (iii) non cognizance of the 
importance of meditational practices ( amanyand samddhi$kandhasya) % 
(iv) realisation of the non-utility of intellectual experiences ( apraedrah 
prajnsdkandbasya ), (v) observation of the fact of severance effected by 
the practices known as releases ( vivekadarsanam vimukuskandhasya ) 1 , 
(vi) true view of the knowledge and insight leading to release 
( yathabhiitadarsanam vimuktijndnadarsanam skandhasya ), and (vii) non- 
existence in reality of all phenomenal objects (. svabhdva-sunyatd • 
darsanam sarvadbarmanam ). 

Then follow the gatbds , in which it is stated that the mahdbhijna - 
parikarma is a topic outside the scope of controversy. Then, the 
question of sounds, i.e. words, is discussed. It is said that “words” 
are vehicles of expressions of many inconceivable ideas but a 
Bodhisattva seeking omniscience should not attach importance to the 
“words” but enter into the inner meaning of the cryptic sayings 
(sandhdbbdsya) 2 . The various teachings propounded in the Sutras 
by the Buddhas are given in different words but they in fact have 
only one sense, viz., non-substantiality of all phenomenal objects. 
One who comprehends this fact as also the law of nature governing 
the worldly existences is competent to know the Truth preached by 
Buddhas. The “words” themselves have no real existence (avastuka), 
and all “words” are Buddha's words, and those cannot be located 
anywhere in the ten directions, not even the unsurpassable ( annttara ) 
utterances of Buddhas. There is in fact no “ ana ” 3 - (atom) though 
one speaks of it and there is no “ an uttar a ” though there is the use of 
that word. 

One who does not give his thoughts to perceptibility and imperce- 
ptibility of objects is sure to attain the highest knowledge ( bodhi ). 
The Buddha rolled the wheel of law, by which he taught the people

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to realise the absence (abhdva) of objective existence as also absence 
of longings or of aspirations (apranibita), absence of characterstics 
( animitta ), and non-substantality ( sunyatd ) of worldly objects, and 
thus assure their release ( vimoksa ). The six organs of sense of a 
person are also unreal. One who comprehends this teaching of 
Buddhas and the actual nature of dharma , which the Bodhisattvas do, 
does not care to ascertain the characterstics of objects. The words 
“Buddha” and “Sila” ( = moral precepts) have really no distinction 
as they are mere common usages, all words like good, medium or bad 
are to be looked upon in the same way, though all are Buddha’s 
words. 

The truth propounded by Buddhas is beyond location. It is with- 
out origin and decay. It is neither one nor different, neither new nor 
old, neither blue nor yellow, neither white nor red, in other words, it 
is inconceivable and indescribable. It cannot be grasped nor can it 
be explained by words, which are actually magical creations of the 
Saint. Though Buddhas are nirvrta (quiescent) still they are visible 
like the reflections of the Sun and the Moon on a shining brass plate. 
Buddhas are not to be found in their material forms ( [rlipakdya ), and 
they are not to be grasped ( avtgraha ), hence, in fact, there is no 
Buddha-vigraha 1 (image). Buddhas have only Dharmakdya, which 
though uncaused is shown as caused and though unattainable is ex- 
plained as attainable, only for the sake of those aspirants who seek 
fruits of sanctification — these are all cryptic sayings (sandhdbhasya) 
meant for beings in different stages of mental development. 

The skandhas have no cause (avastuka) t no upholder and though 
non-existent are said to appear in this phenomenal world. Their 
characteristics arc the same as those of all objects of the world but 
these characteristics are nothing but those applicable to the sky which 
has no beginning nor end, nor present, nor can it be grasped. Those 
who realise the dbarmas in this manner cannot develop attachment for 
them and consequently become enlightened. 

No conception can be formed about the end of either existence or 
time still the ignorant think of a beginning and of transmigration 


i Here is a play upon the word vigraha. 
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from one existence to another without finding a place of rest while a 
Bodhisattva realising sunyata does not remain attached to the pheno- 
menal objects and takes recourse to certain conduct for purity and 
knowledge, which again they know is nothing more than the mark left 
in the sky by the feet of flying birds. 

Just as a magician shows some figures making people grasp what 
is not graspable, so the ignorant grasp the objects which are non- 
existent, and then conceive of the six kinds of existences subject to 
birth and old age. The ignorant have sufferings due to their notion 
of the skandhas originating and disappearing, and this notion they 
maintain for ages, which have no end. They are engaged in perform- 
ing acts, from which they can never escape and they are carried away 
by the waves of karma , and remain in the cultches of Mara on account 
of their evil acts. They kill one another and thereby increase their 
misery. They conceive of sons and wealth. By performing sinful 
acts, they increase cycles of their existences. They go to differ- 
ent directions and so they are called “ Prthagjana .” Eschewing 
Buddha’s teachings they speak of many dharmas and thereby remain 
under the control of Mara. They seek women, the snare of impuri- 
ties and thereby go to hells. Those who seek Buddha-knowledge 
should remain away from women. 

The Buddhas for their incomparable knowledge are like caityas to 
be worshipped. They persuade people to observe uposatha and moral 
precepts and lead them to Bodhi. They refute the teachings of the 
heretics, and show many miraculous powers such as earthquakes, trees 
decked with jewels, sweet smelling fruits and flowers, palace, tanks 
with clean water and so forth. They rise above the three kinds of 
thirst and drink the water of the non-returning highest state of sancti- 
fication. 

The heretics not knowing the path leading to the unsurpassable 
state will go to hells and suffer there immensely while the Bodhisattvas 
who have faith in the path will go to the excellent Buddha-spheres, 
gain miraculous powers, and being armed with the great teachings will 
hurl the thunder of mahdsiinya at the heretics while rays will issue 
forth from their bodies. They never get attached to women as they 
rise above the notion of the existence of women. 
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Those who adhere to wrong views and indulge in hatred, desire 
and avarice remain under the control of Mara while those who rise 
above all notions and realise the inconceivable nature of Buddha- 
knowlcdge do not care to find the beginning or end or present state 
of objects and are convinced of the fact that nothing is gained by 
knowledge or lost by ignorance. In other words, they rise above the 
distinction of knowledge and ignorance, and attain Bodhi. 

A bodhisattva knows that words arc mere signs ( vijnafti ) to 
convey ideas. These are useful for doing good to beings. These 
are needed to comprehend things of the world, but still these should 
be regarded as completely separate from the objects. A bodhisattva 
should not give his thoughts to such signs ( samjnd ) as to whether they 
are to be grasped or eschewed, i.e., he must not speculate about 
the signs ( samjna ). 

A bodhisattva should also avoid speculating about worldly objects. 
It is by giving up all forms of speculation that a bodhisattva attains 
the inconceivable, the release which is the effect produced by absence 
of mental impressions ( asamskarena ). After obtaining release, the 
Bodhisattva can know the thoughts of others in a moment. He must 
not be swayed by the thoughts of death or by any conceptions relating 
to women, or by any careless thoughts, as in that case, he will not 
acquire the knowledge that his impurities have disappeared ( ksaye 
jnanam ). Sounds, words, gestures or signs, as also disappearance of 
impurities are not to be distinguished from one another. All objects 
are without characteristics and have no origin or decay, and hence 
they cannot be described by uttering words for countless ages. 

Existence ( bbdva ) and non-existence ( abhava ) are relative terms and 
can only be comprehended by one who is cognizant of the real nature 
of phenomenal objects, and gives no thought to non-existence. Abhava 
can neither be seen nor touched and the so called touching or realisa- 
tion of abhava described as rnrvrti , i.e., cessation of non-existent im- 
purities has no meaning. 

A bodhisattva never seeks anything not even Buddhahood, for any 
form of desire leads to rebirth. Those who claim that they are going 
to attain Bodhi are really far away from it. 

This Sutra explains the Way leading to the great knowledge (i.e. 
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Bodhi) for the benefit of Bodhisattvas. The Way acts as an antidote 
to impurities confers higher spiritual powers and keeps up the 
ceaseless desire v ior unlimited knowledge. Birth and death of trained 
bodhisattvas are like the appearance and disappearance of thoughts. 
A bodhisattva, having the highest spritual attainments, obtains a 
resplendent body and extraordinary miraculous powers* Tfieir internal 
thought cannot be known by any being other than the Buddhas. 
They are not subject to the physical changes due to old age. They 

are studious and are free from doubts and impurities. They look 
upon all beings with the same mental attitude, and rise above the 
distinction of beings as male or female. They are able to answer 
endless questions and give directions to the adepts for practising con- 
centration of thoughts. 

Those who study this Sutra are never born in states lower than 
that of human beings, and those who can remember one stanza of this 
Sutra will attain Bodhi. They will visualize the Tathagata at Grdhrakuta 
as also the future Maitreya Buddha. They will always be cognizant 
of the end of existence ( bbfitakoii ) and will remain firmly fixed in the 
same. They will preach this Sutra and that will be their worship of 
Buddhas. They will proclaim the Truth with a lion’s voice. By preser- 
ving this Sutra in the evil ages, they will receive immense honour. 

Those who will listen to this Sutra are destined to attain Buddha- 
knowledge and will rise above the notion of discrimination common 
to worldly beings. If the listeners be female, they will be reborn as 
male dharma-preachers. These are the excellent merits of learning 
this Sutra and so anyone wishing to attain Bodhi should memorise 
this Sutra . 

Should a Bodhisattva after learning this Sutra be reborn as a great 
sovereign, he will no doubt give up his kingdom and after worshipping 
countless Buddhas will take ordination, learn many Sutras , and will 
realise soon the absence of existence and absence of characteristics of 
worldly objects. His wisdom will be deep and subtle and almost im- 
measurable. He will always remain immaculately pure. He will 
be proficient also in arts and crafts as also in medicines, poetical com- 
positions, singing, and dancing. He will be a teacher with a large 
following and will never suffer from any physical ailments. His mind

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will be as bright and pure as the sky or the light of the Sun and the 
Moon. His mind will roam over this world like air without having 
any attachment for any object and will always remain beyond any 
being’s grasp. His mind will remain absolutely free from all impuri- 
ties and will never seek any worldly enjoyment, not even heavenly 
existence. He will master amity [matin) and knowledge [prajna) and 
will thereby totally destroy his attachment, delusion and hatred. In 
strength and charity he will be unequalled. 

The Bodhisattvas may be reborn as kings or wealthy men. As 
a king he will be wise and respected by all, while as a wealthy man, 
he will have immense earthly possessions. The faithful among them 
will induce faith into the minds of the unfaithful and they them- 
selves will ultimately attain Bodhi. 

As Buddhas, they will roll the wheel of law and establish many 
in the truth that worldly objects have ho origin. They will impart 
training to countless kings and help them to develop Bodhi-citta. 

The Bodhisattvas, possessing amity towards all beings, will render 
service to many and they themselves will lead a very holy life, engaged 
in meditations, acquisition of releases and higher powers, and preser- 
vation of Sutras. They are cognizant of the future career of beings, 
and the effects of karma although they are established in sunyata and 
know there is not the minutest substance which transmigrates from 
one existence to another. Though they impart instructions to beings, 
they are aware that there are no beings in reality. 

They rise above the sense of worldly distinctions as male and 
female, e.g., Mara, or Mara’s army or Mara’s daughters. It is for this 
mental elevation that there is earthquake when they attain sambodhi. 

The term “ dharma ” includes both the constituted and the un- 
constituted. There i$ neither enlightenment of any being nor 
the lion’s roar (of Buddhas). Those, who comprehend that all dbarmas 
are caused and conditioned, are really in the know of all dharmas and 
also of sunyata. They do not seek an individual as a Bodhisattva 
as they are aware of the dreamlike existence of all beings. 

The Buddhas take their seat at the base of the Bodhi tree, and 
then go out to preach the truth, create many Buddhas, and send them 
to several Buddha-ksetras to impart training to beings. It is therefore 
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desirable that all beings should develop faith and regard for the 
teachings of Buddhas, worship them with offerings of flowers, jewels, 
flags, etc, and erect temples and stupas with incense burning and 
giving out smell which would make many Buddhas. The faithful 
will get rid of all impurities like attachment, hatred and delusion, and 
gain all the powers and attainments of Buddhas. The smell of 
flowers and the sounds of birds create an atmosphere of holiness, and 
help beings to realise the Truth. The Bodhisattvas, on the comple- 
tion of all the arduous spiritual exercises, go beyond worldly existence 
and reach the heaven of Sukhavatl, over which presides Buddha 
Amitabha. In short, those who perfect themselves in moral discipline 
(stla), meditation ( samadbi ), releases ( vimoksa ), the immeasurables 
like amity and compassion, absence of worldly objects ( siinya ) and 
their characteristics ( animitta ), worship Buddhas, develop Bodhi-citta , 
are worthy of praise of Buddhas and they will protect the dharma in 
future.
